$6.3 billion loss 
seen over drought 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A congres­ 
sional subcommittee has been told that 
if California’s drought continues for 
another year, the state could lose $6.3 
billion and suffer a 2.9 per cent increase 
in unemployment. 
The testimony came from Ronald B. 
Robie. director of the state Department 
of Water Resources, at a hearing Satur­ 
day of the House interior subcommittee 
on water and power resources. 
A parade of witnesses told the congres­ 
smen about the severe effects of the 
drought on the state. The hearing was 
the second of two on the West Coast. 
Robie said the $6.3 billion loss and 
nearly 3 per cent rise in unemployment 
was the most pessim istic of three 
Five miners 
still remain 
trapped 


TOWER CITY. Pa (UPI) — There are 
five miners trapped deep in Kocher Coal 
Co.’s Porter Tunnel, and only time will 
tell whether lonely Brookside Mountain 
will be the marker for their graves. 
State and federal mining officials 
plugged away at the rescue attempt Sun­ 
day, but the effort was bogged down by 
technical problems with a drilling rig 
and tons of debris in the shafts of the 
anthracite coal mine. 
Ronald Adley, 37. of Tower City, 
walked to freedom under bright sunshine 
Sunday morning after spending 116 hours 
down in the mine, where he was trapped 
in a massive water breakout Tuesday. 
Bone-hard coal had slowed the rescue 
teams that eventually freed him. 
Adley was taken to Pottsville General 
Hospital, where he was reported in good 
condition despite cuts and bruises He 
was to undergo three days of observation 
in the intensive care unit. 
But the jubilation over his rescue 
quickly turned to dismay when a mining 
team found the bodies of two more vic­ 
tims only 50 feet from the small pocket 
in the mine where Adley was found The 
death toll rose to four. 
‘Chances are dim. I have to be honest 
with you.” said John Shattuck. federal 
mine safety official, as he talked about 
the other five “I have to be honest with 
you. but we re not giving up hope ” 
The body of Ralph Renninger, 40. 
Donaldson, was removed Sunday after­ 
noon Donald Shoffler's body was found 
almost six days to the minute after his 
wife Gloria began her lonely vigil outside 
of the portal. He was 41.

Dedrick urged close cooperation with 
federal agencies to alleviate drought ef­ 
fects. 
“We have to share the effect of the 
drought with the least possible damage 
done to everyone." she said. 
Robert J.C. Bumash of the National 
Weather Service said if this year’s rain 
remains extrem ely light, runoff volumes 
could drop to 60 per cent of the flow in 
1924. the lowest previously recorded. The 
runoff would be 18 to 25 per cent of nor­ 
mal. 
“This diminished runoff occurring on 
the heels of a year which produced only 
40 per cent of normal runoff is without 
parallel in California’s history,” Bur- 
nash said.

Newspaper claims 
Amin aided by Russ 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - A Kenya 
newspaper claimed today the Soviet 
Union is aiding President Idi Amin in a 
nationwide purge bordering on genocide. 
It demanded the United Nations take im­ 
mediate measures to disarm Uganda and 
urged Ugandans to set up a government 
in exile. 
The condemnation by the Daily Nation, 
to appear in an editorial Tuesday, was 
possibly the severest attack on Amin's 
regime from any African newspaper or 
government since the current crisis 
began 
The Nation is East Africa’s 
largest newspaper. 
“It is generally agreed that almost all 
except one method of ending the reign of 
terror in Uganda have now been exhaus­ 
ted." the Nation said. 
“The prescription is this. Uganda must 
be disarmed Zaire or Sudan, or Kenya 
or Tanzania or Ethiopia should take the 
matter to the U N. Security Council and 
ask the U N. to disarm Uganda ” 
It added. “ Alternatively, Ugandans 
should form a government in exile and go 
to the security council and demand that 
Uganda should be disarmed.” 


Carter declares 
bureaucracy 
'top-heavy' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter told his Cabinet today the federal 
bureaucracy is top-heavy with high paid 
employes, a White House spokesman 
said.

The attorney general sent a letter and 
application-type questionnaire to Ms.

taught law at Stanford University before 
her appointment as the first woman 
member of a governor s cabinet in 
California.

BUCHAREST. 
Romania (UPI) - A 
U S. Air Force Cl 30 transport flew into 
Romania today with a load of medical 
supplies for survivors of a massive 
earthquake that shaped up as the worst 
disaster to strike the country since the 
devastation of World War II. 


The mercy flight, part of a big Western 
relief effort, cam e as unofficial es­ 
tim ates put the Romanian quake toll at 
up to 4.000 dead and more than 80,000 
homeless. Officially, however. Romania, 
still counted the dead in the hundreds, 
the injured in the thousands. 
The govern m en t in n eigh b orin g 
Bulgaria said at least 50 other persons 
had died in that country. 
A West German Red Cross report said 
about 15.000 persons were injured and 
25.000 made hom eless in Bucharest 
alone 
The U.S. C130 Hercules turboprop 
arrived from Pisa. Italy, carrying an­ 
tibiotics and other medical supplies 
donated by the United States Additional 
aid was expected from other Western na­ 
tions and the United Nations within the 
next few days. 
The West German government an­ 
nounced it was shipping $830.000 in im­ 
m ediate aid to Romania, including 
technical m edical equipmment and 
medical supplies. 
The Romanian Red Cross appealed 
urgently Monday for international aid 
for victims of Friday’s quake last Fri­ 
day. 
It appealed via the League of Red 
Cross Societies for hospital equipment, 
drugs, two or three field hospitals, tents, 
funds and foodstuffs including condensed 
milk, milk powder and flour 
The Red Cross League in Geneva. 
Switerland. said the earthquake partly or 
completely destroyed nine hospitals in 
Romania 
Neighboring Bulgaria announced 50 
deaths and a government commission 
said it feared the toll in that country may 
rea ch 
100 f a t a lit ie s . 
A bout 
160 
Bulgarians were injured in the hardest 
hit areas around the Danube towns of 
Svishtov and Rousse. near the Romanian 
border. In Svishtov alone, rescuers un­ 
covered 47 bodies. 
Much of the work force went to their 
jobs on the first working day since the 
quake, which shaped up as Romania’s 
worst disaster since the devastation of 
World War II. 
Shops w ere open in undamaged 
buildings but the center of the city still 
was off limits as army troops and rescue 
workers dug through piles of rubble 
searching for bodies. 
Western diplomats said “a massive 
relief effort" was being organized by the 
West outside the country. Pledges of aid 
came from several Soviet bloc countries 
and neighboring Yugoslavia but there 
was no word from the Soviet Union, a 
Romanian spokesman said 
The quake, which measured 7.2 on the 
Richter Scale, rocked Europe from 
Moscow to Rome Friday but focused its 
deadliest jolt on Romania. Dozens of 
apartm ent 
buildings 
cracked 
and 
collapsed, burying hundreds — maybe 
thousands — under mounds of debris 
The economic loss to this country of 21 
million, one of the poorest in the Soviet 
bloc, was staggering and diplomats said 
its magnitude was reflected in the way 
the government was putting out feelers 
to the W est to extend cred it to 
Romania. 
The Romanians told diplomats their 
industrial base has been severely 
damaged but there were no known sup­ 
portive figures. 
Schools closed for an extended period 
that could last up to three weeks so the 
authorities could draw on an additional 
pool of volunteers for the cleanup effort.

Action urged to cut down 
disability retirements

Aim Sweet, County Retire­ 
ment Board chairman, has 
called on the Board of Super­ 
visors to cooperate with the 
retirement board in taking ac­ 
tions that could have the effect 
of cutting down on the number 
of disability retirement cases in 
coming years. 


She said that while the board 
“ is looking toward processing’’ 
of a backlog of 35 cases “ as 
soon as possible.” she would 
like county government to take 
measures to “ tighten up” 
regulations regarding physical 
checks of persons seeking to 
become county employes in the 
future. 


“ If there is a waiver of a 
physical this should be in the 


files.” she said. 
She also felt consideration 
should be given to the require­ 
ment for an annual physical ex­ 
amination for those in safety 
classes (firefighters, law en­ 
forcem ent 
oriented 
employes) by the County 
Health Care Services.

Fletcher criticizes 
downzoning actions 


By DICK PRAUL 
The Board of Supervisors is 
on the verge of completing an 
agricultural rezoning program 
in Santa Ynez Valley involving 
an approximate 25.000 acres — 
irrespective of national forest 
lands — but Board chairman 
Harrell Fletcher claims the un­ 
precedented push for downzon­ 
ing to save agriculture won’t do 
the job. 
Fletcher, Fifth D istrict 
supervisor from Santa Maria, 
said the County Planning Com­ 
mission and Board of Super­ 
visors in approving downzoning 
actually is “ preserving and 
fostering the playthings of the 
rich such as horse ranches.” 
The supervisors on Feb. 28 
adopted a resolution un­ 
animously approving rezoning 
of about 25.000 acres of the 
35.616 acres recommended for 
rezoning by the Planning Com­ 
mission. after a series of hear­ 
ings. By a 3-2 vote they had 
spared the 10.000-acre Alisal 
Ranch south of the Santa Ynez 
River, while requiring ranch 
owners to present a new 
development plan in a year or 
risk downzoning as well 
The finale of the more than 
three-year effort aimed at what 
proponents said was preserva­ 
tion of the valley’s best ranch 
and crop land is expected to 
take place March 21 when a 
decision will be made on four 
valley areas not included in the 
ordinance adopted 
Although Fletcher joined in 
voting for the ordinance legaliz­ 
ing the rezoning Feb. 28. he had 
voted against a number of 
downzonings which had been 
carried by majority vote. He 
had joined with Supervisors 
Robert Kallman and David 
Yager in granting Alisal Ranch 
a year’s reprieve 
Fletcher said “ the propo­ 
nents of downzoning use the 
argum ent that they are 
preserving agriculture. I sub- 


mit that is a fallacious argu­ 
ment. In reality, what they 
have done is to make the Santa 
Ynez property available to only 
the very wealthy.” 
An opposite view is shared by 
supervisors Robert Hedlund of 
Lompoc, and William Wallace, 
of Goleta, who led the cam­ 
paign on the board to push the 
program to completion. They 
have taken the position — along 
with the Valley Advisory Com­ 
mittee which proposed the 
rezoning originally — that the 
rezoning will help to stabilize 
land values in the valley as well 
as save prime soils from ur­ 
banization. Proponents of 
rezoning had warned Santa 
Ynez Valley was falling into the 
hands of realtors and outside 
speculators and was about to 
become another San Fernando 
Valley without some brake be­ 
ing put on land divisions. 
Fletcher, differing, said it is 
his opinion “ that it already is 
too late to reverse the trend ’

T h e s ta te high c o u rt in 
D ecem ber declared C alifor­ 
nia's 1973 capital punishment 
law unconstitutional because it 
was applied on an “ arb itra ry '' 
basis.

person convicted of m urder un­ 
der “ special circum stances.”

Under the 
m easure, m urder com m itted 
by torture would require the 
death penalty. 
Sen. Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, 
argued that without a definition 
of torture, prosecutors could 
decide their own meaning of the 
word.

Song, D-Monterey Park, also in­ 
dicated he w anted a change in a 
provision requiring the state 
Supreme Court to rule in each 
death penalty case within 150 
days as part of the autom atic 
review process.

A $690,000 bond issue in the 
College 
Elementary School 
District and the choosing of 19 
Santa Ynez Valley area school 
district boards of trustee 
members from an array of 25 
candidates will command the 
attention of valley voters in an 
election Tuesday. 
Contests will mark school 
board member elections in the 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 
District and four elementary 
districts. 
A two-third m ajority is 
needed for passage of the 
College District bond measure. 
Bond revenue is marked for the 
provision of two additional clas­ 
srooms at the College School; 
six classrooms at the Santa 
Ynez School, with two being 
converted for library use. 
purchase of a new bus and 
remodeling of the College 
School, a portion of which was 
built in 1938, to bring it up to 
state mandated standards 
Bond revenue will also be 
utilized for the purchase of new 
furniture and instructional 
equipment for the new clas­ 
srooms and library as well as 
the replacement of old fur­ 
niture and equipment in the 
present older rooms. 
The bonds will be retired over 
a 15-year period, would carry 
an interest rate of six per cent 
and would result in a tax rate, 
for the first year at least, of 42 
cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 
On this basis, the owner of a 
home in the district with a 
market value of $50,000 and 
which will be assessed at 25 per 
cent of its market value, would 
pay an additional $52 50 in taxes 
the first year. 
District Supt Robert Parsons 
also noted that as the assessed 
valuation of the district in­ 
creased. the tax rate would go 
down. 
Citing the need for passage of 
the measure. Parsons said, 
“ the school district is ex­ 
periencing rapid growth and 
classrooms are needed 
We 
must have classrooms to 
reduce class size in order to 
maintain quality education in 
our schools.” 
Should the bond issue not win 
voters' approval, Parsons said 
“ as our enrollment increases, 
the greatest concern would be 
scheduling some grades on dou­ 
ble session. This not only 
creates problems at school, but 
it would also affect homes on 
different schedules.” 
Pre-election activity by the 
various candidates seeking 
school board posts has been low 
key in the valley. Candidates 
forums were held in but two dis­ 
tricts. Ballard and Solvang and 
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paid advertising by the hopefuls 
has been minimal. 
The election apparently 
generating the highest interest 
is the one in the high school dis­ 
trict where seven candidates, 
including two incumbents, Dr. 
Craig Larson and Joanne Rife, 
are in the race for three seats. 
Others running are Gene 
H a s le y , 
R o b e rt 
L e w is , 
Theodore Ott and Frederick 
Briggs. 
Four are seeking three seats 
on the Solvang District board, 
including one write-in can­ 
didate. Seeking another term is 
Howard Petersen and the other 
candidates whose names will 
appear on the ballot are Mrs. 
Shirley M. Stacy and Thomas B 
Clevenger. Pat Hausner is the 
declared write-in contender. 
A quarter of the candidates, 
including three incumbents, are 
in the race for four year terms 
on the College District board 
In the quest for reelection are 
R ic h a r d D a v is , C h e r ry 
Lehman, and Don Pratt.

Plans for a greatly enlarged 
summer school program at 
Santa Ynez Valley High School 
which will be lengthened this 
year to a pair of sessions in­ 
stead of one as has been the 
custom in the past will be 
described by Principal Manuel 
J Silva at a meeting of the 
board of trustees next Wednes­ 
day at 8 p.m. in the Hal W. 
Hamm Library. 
The summer sessions, which 
District Supt. David Baker said 
are designed to “ expand the 
educational horizons of the stu­ 
dents,” may also offer evening 
classes for those unable to at­ 
tend during the day because of 
summer jobs. 
Highly academic subjects, as 
well as ag. shop and art classes 
will be offered. There is also 
the possibility of having two 
week minicourses in re ­ 
enforcement and enrichment of 
subjects. 
It is proposed the first session 
will run from June 17 through 
Ju ly 30, with the second 
stalling Aug 1 and ending Aug. 
30 Classes will be taught from 8 
a m to 12:30. from 1 to 4 p.m. 
and in the evening from 6:30 to 
9:30 p.m. 
The two-part session is 
designed to accommodate fami­ 
ly summer living patterns, 
vacation periods and to better 
meet the needs of the students. 


Baker said

Bird said the United States

Thousands of city school 
children today had to prove 
thay have been immunized 
against such diseases as polio. 
German measles, whooping 
cough, tetanus and diptheria 
Those who have not were 
ordered sent home. 
Parents of some 8.000 young­ 
sters had until today to have 
their children 
immunized. 
Health officials said the move 
was an effort to correct what 
was termed a “ dangerously 
low" level of immunization. 
“ It s not the children that we 
want out of school, it’s the dis­ 
eases." city Health Director 
Dr. William Clexton said. “ It 
was just no longer feasible to do 
anything other than to imple­ 
ment a stiff requirement that 
the law be complied with.” 
City officials estimated Sun­ 
day that from 1.000 to 1.500 
elementary 
school 
children 
would be sent home because 
they lacked proof of immuniza­ 
tion 
There was a heavy turnout at 
special weekend clinics set up 
around the city to vaccinate as 
many children as possible. 
N e a r ly 1.500 c h ild re n 
received shots at three Health 
Department 
facilities Satur­ 
day Officials said that number 
was slightly lower Sunday. 
Health officials said one-third 
of the students entering Detroit 
schools last fall lacked the

SEATTLE (UPI) - Bank 
robberies may be on the decline 
in most of the nation, but thanks 
to one slippery holdup man who 
has stumped the FBI here, bank 
stickups are on the upswing in 
Washington State. 
This bank robber has knocked 
over 19 banks in five Western 
states from Washington to 
Arizona in the past two years. 
The FBI calls him the "new­ 
spaper robber." 
Each time he enters a bank 
on "business", the "newspaper 
robber" carries a folded new­ 
spaper. When he leaves the 
bank, he conceals the stolen 
money in the paper. 
The "newspaper robber" ap­ 
parently kicked off his career 
at the Commercial Bank of San 
Francisco, which he hit in 
January. 1975. In the next two 
months, he held up six more 
California banks.

Robert Perkins said sphere 
alternative proposals have now 
been completed and are to be 
placed before the commission 
at a night session in Santa 
Maria Wednesday, March 16. 


Since the LAFCO is zeroing in 
on Santa Maria for its first 
sphere of influence determina­ 
tion — in following state man­ 
dates — other cjties and dis­ 
tricts which also are in line for 
such studies are following the 
proceedings closely. 


The study, replete with maps 
and diagrams, shows the ten­ 
tative sphere approved at a 
m e e tin g by 
LAFCO la s t 
December: and lists O rcutt’s 
governm ental 
altern ativ es, 
fiscal 
im plications of the 
proposed sphere, and areas that 
could be designated for exclu­ 
sion and inclusion in the ten­ 
tative sphere 
Included in sphere a lter­ 
natives is a section devoted to 
the Laguna County Sanitation 
District alternative for the Or­ 
cutt area, just outside city 
boundaries in some areas. 


Perkins said one alternative 
would be to include Tanglewood 
Estates in the sphere given ten­ 
tative approval, or to exclude 
areas including Rice Ranch Rd 
— State Highway 1 area and 
B etteravia — B radley Rd 
Area. 
The tentative sphere given 
LAFCO endorsement aroused 
p ro te s t from th e O rc u tt 
m erchants' group and from 
others evidently fearing that a 
Santa Maria sphere embracing

The school candidates 


V oters in the Lom poc 
Unified School District face a 
difficult task tomorrow in 
selecting two representatives 
to serve four-year terms on 
the board of trustees. 
Eight candidates are in the 
race for the two seats being 
vacated by Richard Jacoby 
and Gail Steiger. 
In studying the qualifica­ 
tions and positions of all of the 
candidates, it is impossible in 
our opinion, not to find 
something to like about all of 
them — in varying degrees, of 
course. 
It appears that all of the can­ 
didates recognize the serious 
econom ic and budgetary 
problems of declining enroll­ 
ment. 
It appears that all of the can­ 
didates also recognize the 
sorrowful fact that we are 
producing students highly 
deficient in ability to read, 
write and compute. 
It appears that they all 
recognize a great need for in­ 
creased student discipline. 
In total, they all seem to 
properly identify the major 
problems of the school district 
as we see them. 
It is one thing to be able to 
make such identification, but 
it is an entirely different mat­ 
ter to provide proper solutions 
to the problems. In our opi­ 
nion. this is what the voter 
must analyze. 
Promises of a hatchet job on 
the school budget is not a solu­ 
tion. A pure and unadulterated 
return to the fundamental 
school principles without 
much consideration for other 
educational alternatives is 


also very wrong. Dress codes 
and closed campuses do not 
properly solve discipline 
problems. Flatly declaring 
that the district will never 
need a tax increase is not a 
viable or realistic position. 
Throwing out administrators 
without thought is irresponsi­ 
ble. 
We strongly believe that 
most of our problems could be 
solved if one objective is kept 
in mind. That simply stated is: 
to provide quality education 
within the financial reason of 
the district. 
We find in our final analysis, 
reservations concerning near­ 
ly all of the candidates as con­ 
cerns an indelible endorse­ 
ment. 
We admire Jeffrey Day for 
his youthfulness and candor, 
but we find fault in his im­ 
mature approach. 


Dorothy Liss has paid her 
dues as a responsible school 
volunteer and adviser, but we 
sense that she would be hard 
put to be strong and in­ 
novative. 
William Sumner and Karen 
Rush, 
though 
extrem ely 
sincere, are much too narrow 
minded in their fundamental 
school advocacy. 


Alberta Morgan is a peren­ 
nial candidate with little to of­ 
fer in this responsible position. 


Ed Walsh with the financial 
support of a militant teacher 
organization, the Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers, and 
the fact that he is a teacher- 
counselor himself, would, we 
believe, find himself constant- 


ly facing a conflict of interest. 
We do, however, highly com­ 
m e n d 
Mr. 
Wal sh 
for 
specifically 
recognizing the 
fact that a school board must 
represent the community, not 
the adm inistration as we 
believe is the present case in 
far too many instances. 


Bob Coe appears to be far 
too content at present with the 
status quo of the district. 
However, we see in Mr. Coe’s 
presentations a fine plan to 
thoroughly explore the status 
quo if elected that would 
i nvol ve much personal 
time and effort and would, in 
our opinion, result in in­ 
telligent, positive and compas­ 
sionate efforts to solve our 
educational problems. 


Of all the candidates, we 
have the least reservation 
over the candidacy of Don 
Adams. He strikes us as an ex­ 
tremely concerned parent and 
citizen possessing the proper 
educational background and 
fortitude for involvement in 
this highly important area. 


For the trustee seat of 
District 5, Allan Hancock 
Board of Trustees, the Record 
endorses Mrs. Jan Severson.

What happened to genocide convention? 


Now it is said by refugees that General 
Amin has given orders to liquidate two 
Ugandan tribes, an undertaking which if 
consummated would perhaps double, 
even quadruple, the number of Ugandans 
slaughtered by General Amin since he 
took pow er.

A book recen tly 
published in West Ger­ 
many explores the 
Nuremberg trial and 
reaches two conclu­ 
sions The first is that 
th e 
tr ia l 
w a s 
legitimate, that the 
conventional objec­ 
tions to it based on ex 
post facto law and the 
impurity of a tribunal 
that included a Soviet 
ju d g e, c a n n o t be 
sustained against all the arguments that 
can be marshalled in favor of the trial. 
The second conclusion is that the 
Nuremberg trial was a strategic failure. 
The reason it was so adjudged is not that 
it resulted in the hanging of a dozen 
Nazis who deserved the fate. But that it 
failed in its ultimate purpose 
This purpose was most explicitly in the 
minds of the prosecutors and most of the 
judges at the trial 
It was to elevate 
genocide to special consideration in the 
community of nations. There was nothing 
to be done to bring back six million Jews 
who died in the holocaust. Only one 
significant tribute could be paid to them: 
the assurance that such a thing would not 
happen again. Accordingly, the Conven­ 
tion on the Prevention and Punishment 
of the Crime of Genocide. 
This Convention, to which most 
countries and all African countries are 
signatories, has been in force since 
January 12. 1951. It can be sd to be mori­ 
bund in the same sense that Connec­ 
ticut's anti-sodomy statute is moribund. 
Any C onvention n ever invoked, 
notwithstanding that it prohibits activity 
that is current, is dead letter law, though 
its revivification is not excluded. 
Not since the holocaust has genocide 
been carried to such lengths as in Cam­ 
bodia by the Khmer Rouge during 1976. 
Before that, one thinks of Rwanda and 
Burundi, and Tibet 
The North Viet­ 
namese. whose victory would, it was 
widely predicted, bring a bloodbath, held 
their fire But what is going on now? 
Vietnam's Communists have banished 
three-quarters of a million Saigonese to 


"new economic zones." Over 50,000 peo­ 
ple who served in the Thieu government 
are now n "re-education” camps What 
exactly is a re-education camp? Was 
Auschwitz one? We do not know, and are 
not likely to find out. 
No less a figure than Ramsey Clark, 
former Attorney General of the United 
States — whose solicitude for open- 
mindedness went so far as to bring him 
to broadcast from Hanoi that our 
prisoners of war were being well- 
treated, even as they suffered torture — 
has been rebuffed. Along with other anti­ 
war activists he requested the govern­ 
ment of North Vietnam to observe the 
civil rights of the South Vietnamese, and 
for his pain has been called by Hanoi a 
"barbarian" and a "U.S. imperialist." 
The mandate of Nuremberg is unheeded. 
So what can be done about th<s mad 
Amin, before he takes another 50 or 100 
thousand lives? Above all it is necessary 
that the black African states take the in­ 
itiative. In the absence of concerted ac­ 
tion by them, action by others appears to 
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be interventionist, and condescending 
One can imagine how the world would 
react if Vorster of South Africa an­ 
nounced that he would undertake beginn­ 
ing soon the liquidation of a tribe of 
50,000 troublemakers. Joan Baez would 
be calling for nuclear war. But if it is 
only blacks who are to be slaughter­ 
ed. .? The community of nations should 
rouse itself to this point. 
The key non-African figure is Andrew 
Young He is perfectly situated to take 
the initiative against Amin. The Security 
Council should take up the Ugandan 
question immediately, with highest 
priority. Sanctions should be voted, the 
country isolated. Somebody’s CIA — not 
ours, as we do not wish to give offense, 
you know — should take the initiative in­ 
ternally. Amin is making gestures so 
wild as to be grotesque We are sitting 
about with an international Convention 
in our law libraries which threatens now 
to be meaningless. It is a bizarre thing to 
say, but it is true, that if Amin is not 
stopped, the Jews of Europe died in vain. 


Dear Mr. Crompe 
Your column of February 21, affected 
so many people that I feel it deserves a 
reader comment. 
We are all so busy with our own 
problems and even though we are in­ 
terested in Community problems, we 
feel that our one letter is not important 
and just do not take the time to write a 
letter. I am guilty of the same excuse. 
It has been my good fortune to have 
spent a lot of time involved in Public 
Hearings and enjoyed a close association 
with elected officials at several levels of 
government. If anyone is interested, I 
can assure them that a letter from a con­ 
stituent receives the highest priority in a 
representative’s office and contrary to 
general opinion, their letter is read by 
the Boss himself who not only answers 
the letter, in most cases, but acts on the 
letter quicker than he will on the request 
of one of the so-called high priced lob­ 
byists. 
If a close-knit community such as the 
Lompoc-Vandenberg Village residents 
are. would generate as few as 200 letters 
on any community need, be it a crossing 
signal, a park improvement or the ap­ 
proval of a State Agency to use 13 beds in 
a city owned C onvalescent Care 
Hospital, that are already paid for. the 
results would astound the community.

Kids’ Komer supervisor, and the 
ten young inmates who work with her as 
teachers. 
The door swings both ways between 
Kids’ Korner and the Visiting Room 
Children come in with parents, or find 
their way themselves. In either case, 
they come eager to see their favorite 
teachers and to discover what creative 
activities have been planned for that 
day. Some of these which we observed 
were dramatic play, three-dimensional 
art, perceptual table toys, singing with a 
guitar and a delightful puppet show 
We were impressed not only with the 
program for children, but with the at- 
titudinal impact upon the young men. 
Under Pat Sikes’ excellent supervision, 
coupled with their own sensitivities, 
these men seemed really in tune with 
young children and their needs. They 
shared with us their concerns for the 
quality of life for children and how this 
concern will effect their future roles.
